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A quota of 3.000 bales of cotton 
has been set for Wise county in the 
Texas Farm Bureau Cotton Growers' 
Co-operative Marketing Association’s 
drive for a million bales of cotton by 
July I, according to word received 
from the state farm bureau head­ 
quarters. 
More than a hundred leading cot­ 
ton counties are actively at work in 
the campaign. 
The general plan i3 
an organization of the cotton grow­ 
ers, backed by the local bankers ani 
_ f merchants, who in many communi­ 
q u e s have unanimously indorsed the 
plan and on designated days close up 
their businesses to aid in the drive. 
Signatures to the cotton contracts are 
being obtained at community meet­ 
ings and in farm er-to-farm er can­ 
vasses by teams of growers and in­ 
terested business men. 
In some counties, a leader has 
been employed to direct the work but 
the actual sign-up work is being done 
by the growers and friends. 
Thirty 
counties have employed as many of 
the best organization leaders devel­ 
oped In the drive which the Oklaho­ 
ma cotton farmers recently success­ 
fully completed. 
In all there are ten southern states 
organizing cotton associations under 
the same plan as Texas. 
Oklahoma, 
which set out for 300,000 bales un­ 
der a seven year contract, signed up 
more than 400,000 bales and the 
long staple growers of Mississippi, 
who set out for 200,000 bales have 
already passed their quota. 
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Col. Jim Fulghum of the Chico 
country, is serving on the grand jury, 
and it goes without saying that the 
colonel makes a good juryman.

portrayed by the actors. 
Ou Sunday morning a large crowd 
heard Dr. Jeff D. Ray of the Baptist 
Seminary of Fort W orth, deliver one 
of the very best commencement ser­ 
mons ever heard here. 
His text was 
“And They Came to Kadish-Barnea.” 
His theme was a discussion of the 
mistakes of the Children of Israel 
when they came to the testing time. 
He told of sending the spies into the 
promised land, and how the Israelites 
took the unfavorable report of the 
ten spies instead of the good report 
of the two.

“I had to save her,” Belmont said.

“I took the company's money. Oh, I 
know now that It was criminal, but I

These editor*, it la estimated, 
represent a combined circulation of 
21,810.046. 
Of the 7,847 editors reply­ 
ing, 7.393, or 90 per cent, represent 
public sentiment in their communities 
as opposed to anti-tobacco legislation. 
Only 200 editors, or 3 per cent of 
those replying believed there was any 
considerable sentiment 
favorable to 
tobacco prohibition.
